Situated at Jalan Panglima Bukit Gantang Wahab, the Darul 
Ridzuan Museum is housed in a building constructed 80 years 
ago by a tin miner. This museum has the most interesting collec- 
tion of artifacts on tin mining in Malaysia. It also acts as a forest 
museum. Visitors to the museum can also explore an under- 
ground shelter within its premises which was built by the owner 
as a hideout from air raids during World War II.
